Jacob Sottong, Chief Deputy Fish and 


Game Warden, Attended the

About titty n en gathered at the 
city building Tuesday evening for the 
meeting which had been arranged for 
by Fred Elders of Indianapolis, the 
deputy game warden who had been 
here for several days. 
Jacob Sottong, of Brookville, who 
is chief deputy fish and game warden 
for Southern Indiana was present and 
explained the plans by which farmers 
and other fishermen will be allowed to 
seine the streams of the county, 
lie 
announced that local deputies tor thi- 
county would be appointed aud that 
all seines to be used in the county 
must be deposited with them. • When 
the owners of a seine desire to go on 
a reining expedition they can apply 
to the deputy who holds their seine 
and he will go with them to 
the 
stream as a representative of the 
state authorities to see thai th** laws 
regarding the taking of fish are ob­ 
served. 
The fishermen will be al­ 
lowed to keep all carp, suckers and 
like fish which they secure. 
How­ 
ever they must not sell them. 
I hey 
can only use the fish themselves or 
give them away. 
All game fish se­ 
cured in seining must at once be 
thrown back into the stream unless a 
fish weighing n ore than four pounds 
is caught; it may be retained. 
It had 
not been understood before that the 
privilege of keeping any game fish 
would be granted. 


(rig s and nets may a ls o be used un­ 
der the same restrictions as seines. 
Mr. Sottong consulted with the per­ 
sons present as to who would be the 
right men to appoint as deputies and 
the following selections were made: 
John F. Shiel, J. T. Abell and Jesse 
Weaver, Seymour; James B. Thomp­ 
son, 
Cortland; 
Joseph 
Robertson. 
Brownstown; Tilden Smith, Vallonia; 
Lew Ern^t. Medora; Dr. Butts. Croth­ 
ersville. 
All are interested in fi-hing 
and are men who will protect the in­ 
terests of the state. 
The state fish commissioner has 
several objects in inaugurating the 
present 
plan for granting seining 
privileges. 
In the first place it is 
hoped that the hostility that has ex­ 
isted among many law abiding fisher- 
men and farmers against some re­ 
strictions of the fish laws may be re­ 
moved and the co-operation of these 
men secured iii the enforcement of the 
laws sin*Ii as dynamiting that do so 
much to really destroy the fishing in 
Indiana. 
The fish wardens are after the men 
who come from citic- and other sec­ 
tion-, their only object being to catch 
as main fish as p o s s i b l e without re­ 
gard to how they get them or whether 
they destroy the possibilities of fu­ 
ture sport in the locality or not. 
I he 
officers also believe that they will be 
able to put a curb on the men who 
ca n]) or live along the streams catch­ 
ing fish by any means possible and 
.selling 
them. 
The law 
prohibit - 


the sale of fi-h caught iii tile small 
streams and lakes of the state and it 
is hoped that local fisherman w il co­ 
operate in helping stop the violation 
of this law. 
' 
The fish commissioners have an­ 
ither purpose in allowing the u-e of 
-cines. 
It is the purpose of the state 
to restock all Indiana streams with 
game fish and it is desired that be­ 
fore much work i- done iii this direc­ 
tion that such harmful fish i i - carp, 
-hall be cleared out. 
Eight hatcheries are to be estab­ 
lished in Indiana this year and the 
promise ha- been given that some 
minnows will be placed in Jaek-ou 
county streams this season. 
At the 
meeting Tuesday evening t a l k s were 
made by some of the local fishermen 
and one or two of them made a sug­ 
gestion which Sottong agreed to pre­ 
sent to the -tate fish commissioner 
and recommend that it be carried out. 
The local men stated that iii the early 
part of the season may -mall bas- 
and other game ti-li leave the big 
streams and go into small bayous and 
a.- tile summer advances, connection
